Fingerprint Expert Shot 
To Death by Son in Feud 


HOMESTEAD, Fla,—4B—James O. Barker, who aa a police Identi- 


fication expert was called by Ihe Duke of Windsor to assist with the 
Oak«s murder case in 1943, was shot to death today by his son, James 
O. Barker, jr. 


John Tyler, chief of the County 


Criminal Bureau of Investigation, 
said young Barker admitted the 
early morning shooting and was 
weeping 
uncontrollably 
in jail 


where he is being held for investi- 
gation. 


There has been family feuding 


between the father and son for 
some time, said Tyler. 
Young 


Barker gave his father a beating 
some months ago, and both. the 
elder and younger Barker were 
involved In divorce actions. 


Barker, as raptain in charge of 


the Miami police identification bu- 
reau, (lew to Nassau in 1943 in 


response to a summons from the 
Duke of Windsor to investigate 
the Oakes murder. 


Barker testified that he found a 


fingerprint of Alfred de Marigny. 
son-in-law of Sir Harry Oakes, en 
a screen beside the bed of the 
slain man. 


Defense experts tore the- testi- 


mony apart, and Barker was tried 
by the International Association 
for Identification on charges of 
falsifying 
fingerprint 
evidence.

The de- 
fenders would take three clubs and 
the ace of diamonds, leaving South 
on the field of battle to lick his 
wounds and bemoan his fate. 


West missed this opportunity, 


however, by opening his partner's 
bid suit. This gave South a chance 
to make the contract by means of 
an unusual play. 


East won the first trick with the 


ace of diamonds and hopefully re- 
turned the jack of diamonds. South 
won with the king of diamonds, 
drew trumps with the king and 
ace of hearts, and successfully 
finessed the queen of spades. 


A spade to the ace was followed 


by a diamond ruff in dummy, and 
South then led dummy's last spade. 


East naturally played the king 


of spades on this trick, and South 
made the key play of the hand by 
discarding a low club instead of 
ruffing. 


If East now led a spade or a dia- 


mond. South could discard another 
club while dummy ruffed.

the section which retains the pres- 
ent system of immigration quotas 
in other nations, based on the na- 
tional origins of the U.S. popula- 
tion.

They said it gives 
Great Britain, Ireland and Ger-

duced small. Italian pear-shaped 
tomatoes to the canning business, 
has embarked on a new enterprise. 


She breezed into New York the 


other day, dressed in ctlver mink 
and pear-shaped diamonds, to talk 
about it. 


Without Sugar 


Already on sale in certain areas, 


the new products include fruits 
and puddings which taste sweet 
without sugar. 


She explains: 
"I've been working on the for- 


mula- for almost 10 years. You 
know how formerly diet foods 
made with saccarhine had a bit- 
ter taste. I was determined to 
find a way to make them taste 
good. Finally we hit on the answer 
—a combination of saccharine and 
pectin. Now the foods taste Just 
as good as those packed in syrup 
— and won't put on an extra ounce 
of fat." 


The new sugar-free foods also 


are in wide use by diabetics, says 
Mrs. Lewis, adding: 


"Now 
you can go on a diet and 


not even know it. We have every 
kind of fruit, salad dressings and 
puddings. A reducing diet doesn't 
have to be so grim." 


She Explains 


As to those 420 million pounds 


she hopes to remove from the pop- 
ulation, she explains: 


"There arc 30 million people In 


the United States who are over- 
weight an average of 16 pounds 
each. Add it up and it makes 420 
million pounds. That, let us say 
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is our target for 1*53." 


In New" York she staged a diet 


luncheon adding up to only 46» 
calories.

Fruit cocktail, half-pound serv- 


ing of broiled chopped steak, two 
vegetables, bread with grape jelly 
and chocolate pudding. 


She says:

Even 
with the bread, Jelly and pudding, 
the calory count is within reducing 
diet limits."

Be Criticized in Report 


WASHINGTON—(A—The senate elections subcommittee was report- 


ed to have reached virtual agreement on a report sharply critical of 
Senator McCarthy (R-Wls.) and much less critical of his political enemy, 
Senator Benton (D-Conn.) 


The subcommittee, headed by 


Sen. 
Hennlngs (D-Mo), has con- 


ducted a long investigation of 
charges the two senators have 
flung at one another and which 
became issues in their campaigns 
for reelection. 


Benton was defeated in Novem- 


ber; McCarthy won reelection. 


Benton, in a resolution filed with 


the Senate In August. 1*51, sought 
the expulsion of McCarthy from 
Congress. Be Accused the Wiscon- 
sin lawmaker of fraud, perjury and 
deceit. McCarthy, in '» counter 
resolution filed last spring, 
charged that Benton had protected 
Communists and Communist sym- 
pathizers while an assistant secre- 
tary of state in his pre-Senate ca- 
reer.
